Having  about  all  the  Ohio  published  Soldier  Records 
in  my  own  library,  I feel  that  this  list,  lame  as  it  may  be,  is  bet- 
ter than  none,  and  as  an  interval  of  about  49  years  has  elapsed 
since  the  War  closed,  it  is  high  time  it  was  published.

THE  BEGINNING  OP  THE  WAR  IN  OHIO. 

ANP  INTRODUCTION  TO  THE  MINOR  FAMILY 
HISTORY  AND  GENEAOIX)GY. 

Fort  Sumpter  fell  April  14,  1861.  President  Lincoln  issued  his 
Proclamation  calling  for  75  thousand,  ‘6  months  volunteers  April 
15,  and  Ohio  responded  at  once.  Charles  E.  Minor,  age  24,  I think 
then  at  Oberlin  College,  responded  with  others  to  the  Call  the  next 
day,  April  16,  as  one  of  the  members  of  the  famous  Cleveland 
Grays  Company,  that  composed  Co.  E of  the  1st  Ohio,  3 months 
Regiment.  69  hours  after  the  call  for  volunteers,  they  were  on 
their  way  to  the  Va.  Battlefields. 

These  23,  3 mos  Regiments  that  Ohio  furnished  in  1861,  were 
made  up  largely  of  Ohio  Militia  Organizations,  filled  with  volun- 
teers. and  officered  with  more  experienced  men. 

Whitelaw  Reid  in  his  two  fine  octavo  volumes  “ Ohio  in  the 
war”,  issued  at  Cincinnati  1867-’68,  gives  interesting,  voluminous 
reports  of  all  these  Ohio  Regiments  and  soldiers. 

So  it  comes  about  in  this  History  that  I place  the  name  of  our 
late  Comrade,  Charles  E.  Minor,  as  The  FiRSt  VoIunteer  from 
Wakeman  Huron  Co.  O.  to  the  Civil  War. 

His  Narrative  that  follows  this  I took  in  1902.  After  I rewrote 
it  I had  him  revise  it.  He  would  not  allow  scarcely  any  personal 
matter  in  it.  It  is  mainly  the  History  op  Juustus  Minor  1775. 
Pioneers  in  Wakeman, (1821)  and  his  His  Descendants. 

The  Minor  Family  in  Wakeman,  as  written  from  notes  taken 
, , < • , from  Charles  E.  Minor  July  1902. 

Charles  E. . . . Minor  was  born  in  Meridaii  Conn.  April  11  1837. 
He  was  son  of  Cyrus  Minor,  born  in  Ct.  1800.  And  Grandson  of 
Justus  Minor  born  about  the  beginning  of  the  Revolution.  I sup- 
pose in  Ct.  AU  these  Individuals  have  lived  in  Wakeman  in  about  , 
a half  century,  on  one  farm  at  different  times.  i 

Justus  Minor  came  with  his  family  and  bought  the  land  June 
1821.  An  account  of  him  and  his  family  is  found  in  Wakeman  His’t  * 
written  about  1898  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Canfield  Denton,  and  pub- 
lished by  C.  R.  Green  The  farm  was  located  in  Lot  46,  as  near  the  * 
center  of  Wakeman  Twp.  as  he  could  get.  The  Cemetery  is  located 
on  the  S,  E.  corner  of  Mr.  Minor's  old  farm. 
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Justus  Minor  had  three  children.when  he  moved  here.  A daugljC 
ter  who  had  married  ....  Curtis  back  in  Ct.  was  either  dead  o;j( 
else  staid  there,  for  two  of  her  children  came  on  to  Oiiio  with  thj^ 
grandfathers  family.  This  with  his  own  two,  made  6 of  them.  , 
Justus  Minor,  and  wife  Olive,  who  died  in  Wakeman  Aug.  6tl^s 
1821.  Age  46.  The  3rd  death  in  the  township, 

Dothe  Minor,  age  23,  who  married  Chester  Manville,  March  3:^ 
1824.  Died  Feb.  8 1842,  age  44. 

Cyrus  Minor,  age  about  21.  Who  the  spring  Dothe  was  marriec;^^

Sarah  Hall,  from  Mass.ic| 
a sister  of  Orin  Hall  of  Brighton,  Lorain  Co.  He  built  himself  a‘J 
house  on  his  fathers  farm,  on  the  banks  of  Brandy  Creek,  (occupi-* 
ed  in  1902,  also  1914,  by  Charles  H.  Shelton).  The  Father’s  house 
stood  on  the  East  and  West  road  next  the  Cemetery,  occupied  the 
’.present  and  past  25  years  by  the  Court  Armstrong  Family.  When 
I occasionaly  visit  cousin  Shelton’s  I love  to  go  out  behind  the 
house  a piece  and  look  at  a great  large  taU  pear  tree,  evidently 
iplanted  by  Cyrus  Minor  in  those  years  of  the  ’30s.  Its  immense 
circumference,  and  loads  of  fruit  is  a marvel. 

Justus  Minor’s  farm  embraced  in  1830,  three  of  the  Wakeman 
Centre  Corners,  oweing  to  the  roads. not  being  on  Lot  lines  there. 
The  Vermillion  River’s  meanderings  interfering. 

Here  on  Brandy  Creek  in  1830,  Cyrus  Minor  settled  down,  and 
here  Edwin  and  Lucy  Minor  were  born,  about  1831  and  1833.  The 
.next  six  children  were  born  back  in  Meriden,  Conn,  where  Cyrus 
Minor  moved  and  lived  15  or  20  years.  In  1848  he  moved  back  to 
Ohio,  settling  near  the  Hall’s  in  Brigliton.  About  1854  he  removed 
to  Collins  Huron  Co.  where  he  spent  the  balance  of  his  life. 
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!0f  the  ten  children  born  to  Cyrus  and  Sarah  Hall  Minor,  eight 
rere  alive  in  1902,  when  I drew  out  this  Narrative  from  Charles 
I Minor,  of  Wakeman  O.

Wallace  Minor  married  in  Pa.  Settled  in  Mo.  and  in  1902 
vas  living  in  Calif. 

8th  Mitchell  Minor  married  a Townsend  gii  l,  [jucy  Lakins,  They 
ettld  first  in  Mo.  Later  removed  to  San  Diego,  Calif. 

9th  William  Minor  born  in  Brighton,  marri(id  a Barrett  of  New 
london.  He  did  business  there  many  y(*ars,  but  is  now  in  Oleve- 
ind.  The  10th  child  he  did  not  mention.  Died  young  1 e.Kpect. 
The  mother  of  this  family,  Sarah,  died  at  Collins  in  1882.  age  75 
Cyrus  Minor  lived  along  until  he  was  90  yt'ars  old,  dying  at

I thought  Cyrus  Minor  lived  near  Townsend  Centre,  Charles 
answered,  no;  he  lived  near  Collins  Station  and  the  greater  part  of 
his  life  was  a Farmer. 

THE  OLD  LONG  BARRELED  GUN  OF  THE  FRENCH  INDIAN 
COLONIAL  WAR,  1753  -’66,  IN  THE  MINOR  FAMILY. 

There  isjn  the  possession  of  the  Charles  Minor  Branch  of  the 
family  Cyrus’  old  Colonial  GUN.  I did  not  see  it  as  one  of  the  boys 
had  it.  But  having  one  that  was  made  in  NorthamiJton,  England 
1762,  as  per  an  inscription  on  the  barrel,  that  my  father  Elias 
Green  of  Wakeman,  had  purchased  in  1858  of  Sheldon  Barnes.  I 
of  course  was  interested  in  the  Minor  Gun. 

Charles  said  that  their  gun  had  been  carried  by  some  ancestor 
by  the  name  of  Minor,  in  the  French  Indian  War  before  the  Revo- 
lution. Justus  Minor  had  brought  it  with  him  to  Ohio  in  1821.  It 
carried  either  ball  or  shot.  I heard  Sheldon  Barnes,  another  old 
Cohn.  Pioneer  of  1826,  tell  father  how  he  had  killed  a deer  with  his 
long  barreled,  flint  lock  shot  gun,  60  r’s  off  with  ball  in  his  young 
orchard,  prehaps  as  late  as  the  40’s.  When  Cyrus  and  his  family 
moved  back  to  Conn,  he  left  the  Minor  gun  with  his  brother  in  law 
Chester  Manyille.  He  told  Charles  I think,  that  the  Minor  who  car- 
ried the  gun  in  the  Revolution  could  beat  all  others  shooting  at 
mark.  The  barrel  of  my  gun  is  4i  feet  long,  stock  and  all  6 feet. 
Mr.  Barnes  said  the  muzzle  had  been  cut  off  4 inches,  when  the 
gun  was  made  over  from  a flint  lock  to  a precussion  cap  in  1855. 
The  next  time  I was  out  to  Ohio,  (1906)  I learned  still  more  about 
the  old  Minor  gun.  It  was  then  in  possession  of  Albert  Minor  of 
Kendallville  Ind.  When  Cyrus  Minor  moved  back  to  Ohio  from 
Conn,  Chester  Manville  gave  up  the  gun  to  him.  He  had  it  made 
over  into  a precussion  lock  gun. 

A good  bear  story  I heard  on  the  gun.  ; 

, ’ \ ^ The  Last  Bear  In  Wakeman 

. In  the  early  day  when  bears  had  got  to  be  pretty  scarce  a very 
. knowing  one  from  age  and  repeated  forays  on  the  pig  pens,  got  to 
be  noted  among  the  Wakeman  pioneers.  The  officers  of  the  Town- 
ship, of  which  Justus  Minor  was  one,  resolved  to  offer  a bounty) 
for  his  killing.  He  was  liable  to  turn  up  most  any  where  and  was 
‘'^Very  much  feared.  Mr.  Minor  however  did  not  want  folks  to 
> break  the  Sabbath  day  by  hunting  the  bear.  So  they  put  in  the  ^ 
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proviso;  no  Bounty  if  killed  on  Sunday. 

One  Sunday  morning  while  Mr.  Minor  was  preparing  for  chur< 
he  heard  the  pigs  in  the  pen  squealing.  He  grabbed  the  old  loi 
barreled  gun  and  rushed  out,  the  old  Hear  was  tliere  climbii 
out  of  the  pen  with  his  pig,  and  shaping  his  get  away  towards  tl 
banks  of  ^Brandy  Creek.  His  greed  in  open  dayliglit  this  time  evt 
'if  it  was  Sunday  and  Deacon  Minor,  it  was  his  undoing.  Mr. Min< 
shot  and  killed  the  bear  but  got  no  bounty.  Charles  H.  Shelto 
who  lives  on  the  Cyrus  Minor  place  told  me  the  story  first.  H 
wife  Louie  said  that  Nathaniel  Bunce  told  it  to  her  when  a girl. 
And  wishing  still  more  versions  I went  to  Mrs  Julia  Ann  Bum 
Pierce,  then  (July ’06)  86  years  old,  and  a resident  of  Wakema 
since  1829.  She  remembered  it.  Justus  Minor  died  Dec  19th 
age  78  thus  showing  that  he  was  born  in  1769  instead  of  1775  as 
have  incorrectly  given  this  at  the  peginning.  So  when  Julia  Bunc 
married  David  Pierce  she  had  Justus  Minor  the  second  time  fc 
neighbor  as  he  spent  his  declining  years  in  the  Chester  ManvilJ 
home  or  under  his  care  in  a house  near  bye  where  neighbors  ra 
in  to  minister  to  his  few  wants  Julia  Pierce  speaking  of  the  motl 
ers  of  those  early  days,  said  they  use  to  quiet  naughty  childre 
then  by  “ the  bears  will  get  you!  the  Bears  will  get  you!”  Eve 
my  mothev,  Mary  Ann  Shelton  born  in  Wakeman  1826  had  tha 
habit  of  getting  prompt  obedience  from  her  flock. 


Charles  Minor. 

'Was  born  at  Meriden  Conn.  April  11th  18J7.  when  11  years  oh 
his  father  moved  back  to  Brightoh,  Ohio-  and  wdien  17,  they  re 
moved  to  Collins  where  Charles’  father  lived  the  rest  of  his  life. 

Charles  received  a good  common  school  education.  He  attendee 
several  terms  at  an  Academy,  and  took  a Commercial  course  at 
the  Bryant  & Stratton  Business  College  Cleveland  Ohio.  Prehaps 
he  was  there  when  the  call  to  Arms  came. 

He  went  to  the  war  at  President  Lincoln’s  1st  call  for  75000,  3 
mos  men  in  the  celebrated  Cleveland  Grays  Organization.  In  it  he 
enlisted  April  16  1861,  and  it  became  Co.  E.  1st  Ohio  Vol,  Inft.  Col. 
Alex  McD.  McCook,  Commanding.  In  69  hours  from  tlie  call  they 
were  on  the  cars  bound  for  Washington.  But  thy  did’iit  get  tliere 
/ without  some  fighting  along  the  road.  See  for  more  His’t  w ar  book 
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When  Charles  Minors  time  was  up  in  the  3 mos  Regiment  he  x{ 
enlisted  at  the  age  of  24  in  Co.  G 67th  O.  V.  I.  Nov.  18  1861.  an( 
served  in  that  regiment  more  than  4 years.  lie  went  in  as  a dut: 
Sergeant,  and  for  gallantry  in  the  assault  on  Port  Wagner,  H.  C. 
July  18  1863,  where  he  was  wounded,  was  promoted  1st  to  Order 
ly  Sergeant  and  theii  2nd  Lieut,  of  his  Co.  March  1865  he  became 
1st  Lieut,  in  Co.  B.  His  war  service  was  mostly  in  Va.  And  thouglij 
wounded  8 times  during  the  War,  he  never  was  in  a hospital  but; 
twice,  and  saw  4 yrs  4 mos  and  16  days  service.  He  came  out  with 
a commission  as  Capt.  but  the  Co.  was  to  small  for  him  to  be  mus 
tered.  Serving  in  Gen.  Butlers  command  the  Campaign  of  1864 
'against  Richmond,  he  was  shot  May  2()tb  in  the  right  ear,  anc 
again  Oct  18th  in  the  right  ankle  the  bullet  being  in  there  yet. 

•.  It  seems  to  me  he  said  he  was  shot  twice  in  the  right  ear.  He  tho 
ught  the  Johnnies  surely  were  after  him.  These  wounds  are  very 
troublesome  to  him  now  as  increasing  age  draws  on,  it  being  very 
difficult  to  talk  with  him  on  account  of  his  deafness.  I asked  to 
see  his  sword  but  he  said  it  had  got  burned  up  since  the  War  in 
some  fire,  .■  • . 

Charles  Minor’s  war  record  is  one  that  needs  no  commendation 
''from  the  writer.  It  speaks  for  itself.  His  last  wound  almost  drove 
, him  out  of  active  Field  Service.  But  an.\'ious  to  stay  until  tlui  end 
of  the  War,  he  rejoined  his  command  about  the  time  of  the  fall  of 
Richmond.  Later  he  was  made  Provost  Marshall  by  the  Gov’t  and 
’ assigned  one  of  ^e  counties  of  Va.  which  office  as  a Public  Guar- 
dian and  Judge  he  held  until  tiieir  Regiment  was  mustered  out 
.Dec.  7th  1865,  at  City  Point  Va.  and  got  back  to  Columbus  O.  and 
was  Discharged  Dec.  16th  4 yrs  as  a regiment.  See  Whikdaw  Reid 
„Ohio  in  the  War”,  Vol.  2 pp  392-93  for  a brief  condenscai  History 
from  which  some  of  this  is  drawn  1914  to  make  a comldote  record. 
. Mitchel  and  Wallace  Minor,  Charles’  brothers  each  served  3 yrs 
in  the  24th  O.  V.  I.  i,, 

It  is  wonderfull  how  these  Minor  brothers  got  in  more  than  10 
years  for  Uncle  Sam  and  all  lived  so  many  years  after  the  War. 

But  I know  Charles  got  weary  from  his  Army  infirmities  long 
before  he  was  called  higher.  End  of  w^ar  part. 
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“Which  shall  it  be?  Go  hunting,  or  stay  by  the  Fireside” 
Thus  muses  our  friend  Elwood  Merritt  Hoge,  born  in  Nort 
Ohio  Jany.  6 1826.  Located  in  Kan.  as  the  artist  takes  the  pid

Charles  E., Minors  came  to  Wakeman  and  entered  business  there 
. . . ..1866.  He  bought  an  interest  in  Edward  J.  Bance’s  store  be* 
coming  his  partner,  "and  was  in  it  4 years.  The  Store  was  located 
in  the  old  Wakeman  Exchange  Block,  north  the  track,  later  made 
over  into  the  Bright  Hotel.  In  1866  Mr.  Minor  relieved  C.  F.  Lew- 
is of  the  Wakeman  P.  O.  and  held  it  5 yrs  and  3 mos, 

Charles  Minor  was  married  May  16th  1866  to  .Miss  Adelia  Mary 
daughter  of  Lucus  Hall  and  Mary  Jane  Bunce.  Thus  his  nmther- 
in  law  was  his  partners  sister. 


Their  home  has  always  been  in  Wakeman.  At  first  on  Railroad  - 
Ave.  next  west  of  Mr.  Pease,  later  in  a fine  residence  on  Pleasant 
St  just  south  of  Burks  Store.  He  traded  with  John  M.  Whiton 
and  moved  out  of  town  in  1880,  for  the  little  farm  and  home  orig- 
inally occupied  by  his  father  Cyrus  Minor.  Here  they  lived  many 
years.  Chas  H.  Shelton  occupies  the  home  now.
